NEW TOUK, Nov. 13.—The aetnal can- 


vass of the vote cast in New York City was 
begun yesterday at 10:25 a. m. The array 
of legal talent present was less than the 
previous day. 
Colonel George Bliss, Robert 


Sewell, Clarence A. Seward and John E. 
Brodskey closely watched the returns for 
tlie Republicans; A. J. Vanderpoel, E. 
Ellery 
Andersfjn, 
Charles Miller and 


Fwnklin Bartlett for the Democratic State 
Committee; George II. Foster, John E. 
Bun-ill and John Bowers for Tammany 
Hall; and Nelson J. Waterbury and others 
for the County Democracy. The most im- 
portant change discovered was in the re- 
turns as canvassed in the Second Assembly 
District, which makes tlie vote forthc Kepub- 
licau Electoral ticket 2,130, and for the Demo- 
cratic ticket 5,260, which is a.gain of four for 
Cleveland as compared with the sealed re- 
turns sent to the Bureau of Elections. The 
Associated Press gave the Republican tick- 
et 2,052 and the Democratic ticket 5,392. 
This is a gain for the Repiftjlican ticket of 
78 votes and a loss for the Democratic tick- 
et of 131—making a difference of 201» in 
favor of the Republican ticket

PAT FOB THE VETERANS. 


F WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—W. W. Dudley, 
Commissioner of Pensions, submitted his 
annual report to Secretary Teller yesterday. 
It shows that at the close of the year there 
were 333,756 pensions classified as follows: 
818,956 army invalids; 75,836 army widows, 
minor children and dependent relatives; 
2,610 navy invalids; 1,938 navy widows, 
minor children and dependent relatives; 
S,SUO survivors of the war of 1812, and 19,- 
512 survivors of tiiose who served in that 
war. During the year 34,193 new names 
were added to the rolls, aud the pensions of 
1,831 soldiers whose 
names had been 


dropped were restored. There were 16,315 
dropped from the rolls, leaving a net in- 
crease of 1U,09& The average annual value 
of the pensions is S10C.75, and the total 
value of all pensions is S34,450,600, an in- 
crease of 52,311,407 over the preceding year. 
The amount paid in 
pensions for the 


year was 850,908,597, the excess over the 
annual value of pensions being due to the 
arrears aud first payments in new cases. 
There remain in the handset pension agents 
7,203 adjusted claims on which there is to 
be paid 54.949,000. The total number of pen- 
sions claimed since the war is 927,923, oi 
which 545,130 have been allowed atacost oi 
&f>78,34(i,S34. At the present rate of increase 
tlie aggregate will reach 1,000,000 claims bj 
1886. Of tlie cases in hand at present 83 per 
cent are pending the action of claimants or 
their witnesses, one per cent that of the war 
Department, aud fourteen per cent, that o: 
the pension office. The balance are detained 
fur spoeiai examination or the attention ot 
surgeons. About fifty per cent of the cases 
carrying arrears have been adjusted. This 
class is the most troublesome of all, and the 
commissioner recommends remedial legisla- 
tion to relieve the elainumt from buideus 
which virtually deny his claim.

ARSENIC IN THE COFFEE. 


Three Persona Supposed to Have Been 


Poiaoned by Revengeful Negroes. 


COLUMHUS, Ga., Nov. 13.—A terrible case 


of triple poisoning took place In the upper 
part of this county yesterday morning, the 
victims being Mr. Jeff Biggers, a respected 
farmer, and J. T. and Mrs. Burgess, two 
of the help on the farm. 
The 
three 


persons named, with Mr. Biggers' son 
Joseph, were all taken violently 111 at 
breakfast 
yesterday morning, the attack 


being 
attended by constant 
vomiting. 


Two doctors from this city were on tlie 
ground in a short time, but were only able 
to save the life of Mr. Biggers. Burgess 
died after three hours' agony, his wife fol- 
lowing two hours: later, and Joe Biggers suc- 
cumbed in the afternoon. 
Suspicion points 


to several negroes living at the place. Sir. 
Biggers had them arrested a few weeks ago 
on the charge of having broken into his 
smokehouse,but afterwards had the warrants 
dismissed. One of them, a woman named 
Davis, has been In the service of the family 
for over twenty years, aud-did the cooking 
until Mrs. Burgfss was engaged as house- 
keeper on the death of Mrs. Biggers a year 
ago. It is supposed that during the tem- 
porary absence of Mrs. Burgess from the 
kitchen yesterday 
morning the negress 


slipped in and put some arsenic in tlie cof- 
fee-pot. The Coroner will hold an inquest 
to-day, when it is probable tha negroes will 
be taken into custody.

St. Louis Next Week. 


ST. Louis, Mo., Nov. 13.—The long- 


talked-of cattle-men's convention will as- 
semble in this city next Monday. There 
will be -nearly nine hundred delegates in ! 
attendance, and :it is estimated that ten thou- 
sand cattle-men from the Northwest, West, 
Texas and Europe will be present. 
It will 


be the first time the stockmen of the en- 
tire country will have met in convention. 
Tlie chief objects of the convention are by 
united action to obtain better protection foi 
the cattle interests of the country, ami 
the National organization will be 
of tbe means of obtaining this, 
deavor also will be made to secure National 
legislation on the subject of contagious 
diseases and thus prevent a conflict of tlie 
authority nowcxustiim in many States. An- 
other important subject tor discussion will 
be that of the international trail. Cattle 
men desire the Government to set aside a 
trail from Texas to the British Possessions.

miles loin? by six miles wide, as a 


highway for Texas cattle tii the "Northwest 
pa,sturi's. Texas is now recognized as a 
vast breeding-fan^, aud yearlings are -sent 
to tlie Northwest to fatten.
